Peupioaud the Constitution, and that is a 
principle of Deafloiiam. 

It is vain to sav, 'Representatives ate not 
to be trusted. If not, in whog» can .we, con¬ 
fide! If persons chosCn by the people are 
not honest and virtuous enough' to be en¬ 
trusted with power, I put the question sol-, 
emnly, is there any hope of thte Republic? 
If the people are virtnoot and Intelligent, 
'Will they not chose in the main, virtuous 
and intelligent ngentH? It is a libel on Re¬ 
publican government to say that you may 
not repose confidence In the Representa¬ 
tives of the People. Such is the dictum of 
df spots, and those who urge that man is not 
capable of selt-government 'We ought to 
be cautious how we impair the respect and 
force of Republican institutions by sidmit- 
fflitting a position so reproachful to. the 

people- , ... 

My purpose has been to show briefly— 

That the Constitution is compounded of 
Federal and popular principles.. , 

.That it is complex in its construction, 
and yet excellent as it is. 

That no sort of obligation is impost by it 
on the House, in a choice for Presiden.t, to 
take one more than another of the three re¬ 
turned to it, the choice being free, .whatev¬ 
er may be the numbejytf electoral votes. 

And that, for the '(jAervation of the Con¬ 
stitution, and ot'cons«|tt.ence, Our liberties, 
no principir not recognized by that instrn 
ment, ought to be set up to govern the Con¬ 
stitution. ' 

And. therefore, that the Represmtatives 
are. and ought to be, free to vote for siicli 
candidate as they shall think will best pro¬ 
mote the public good. 

I might, 1 think, safely leave the argu- 
ment here. All those whorever the Con¬ 
stitution, I am persuaded, would be satisfi¬ 
ed with this' view of the subject. ButT 
choose to pursue it a step further. 

'Lcttis suppose a case. 

Suppose the South, slave-hnliling States, 
having had the President, for thirty-two 
but of thirty-six years, should stilj insist on 
having a slave-holder, and nohoddy but a 
slave-Jiolder for President, and should, as 
usual, unite upon one. 

Sdppose the North, thinking it fair some¬ 
times to have a map who waa from the free 
States, should support two men for Presid¬ 
ent, unfortunately divided, as they general- 
iy are, respecting men. One mah from the 
free States has, we will suppose. fO votes. 
Another 90 votes. The Southern slave¬ 
holder 101 votes 

iiWhen it Is manifested the slave-hobbog 
Sthtes combine, and firmly unite on the 
ground of their peculiar interests, and insist 
nir contipning the Presidency in a slave¬ 
holder— will It be said that the members 
from the free States, shall not ui.i.e to elect 
a man from the free States? 

As we are very much divi led in respect 
to nien. and the slave States always united | 
on that principle. «n favor of a slave-holder, 
the contrary, doctrine would always place 
us at their feet, and make them our i-nlers 
and masters indeed—I. would give them 
their full share, but not all. I would allow 
them to l>eoor brothers—our equals—Not 
our superiors— not our masters. 

9o that ft would be.dangerous to adopt the 
doctrine, that he who happens to have the 
highest vote has a rt^/U—or claim to be 
chpsen. 

Again—Some re$on from the popular 
opinion that, as he who is highest on the re¬ 
turn for Sheriff, ought to have the com mis 
sion. so he who is the highest on the return 
for President, ought to have the office. 

At first view it would seem so. 
soning is very plausible, A strong and 
clear minded man might very well be led 
into the opinion, if he did not look a little 
deeper than the first jriew would enable 
him to penetrate. 

But why is the opinion general that the 
highest on the return should be sheriff?— 
Because the greatest number of freemen 
wjsh it.

Fhc res-' 1826; this ia^ therefore, only 

' the second season of its existence. The suc- 
cess and po|iular{ty it has had thT good for¬ 
tune to meet with are "ot usual; For three 
weeks 'this season, the place has been so 
thronged that numbers of new comers were 
turned off for want ol room. The house is 
capable of receiving 70 or 7S comfortably, 
no more. It is said that 40 yet 'remain, 
some of whom h?ve befro there 6 . 7 and 8 , 
weeks. Several who started to stay but iw.o 
weeks, have coififillmenled the establish- 
ment hr pfocrasliiiating their visit to treble 
and qiindrnple that perioff. 

The society this year has been lively but 
not gay. ' There were hut le.w youag gentle¬ 
men to be fonod-«-otten you mi.(ht have 
counted 15 or 20 lariies to one gentleman, a 
proportion astonishingly paltry, consiflering 
every tMng. Only two or three balls were 
manufactured; not because there was not 
plenty of the “rffio material" as Matthews 
calls it. for such An amusement, but qn ac¬ 
count of the wondciiful scarcity of any thing 
in the shape ot a fiddler. The company hod 
some compensation, however, in repeated 
dances in the dra'wirtg room, got up on the 
spontaneous spur of the moment, the piano 
being the onlv mtlsld, and some fair nymph 
tripping lier fingerA lightly and fontastically 
on the white keys of one- of Loud's best. 

The amutemffhta were few-, for which the 
infancy of the est.ihlishment wits offered by 
the host ns an apology. Saving the piano, 
singing, occaAionnI dances in the evening, 
and n hook avd ring on the back piazza, 
called the “N'oe/tem-Suivy,” there Waa lip- 
tie or no entePtainmeht, excepting long 
walks in the wockIs, rides at{aal the country, 
and a general prpmeimdo after tea on the 
spaeinus piazza in front. The last is the 
npist universal thing. No sooner t* an early 
tea ended.-than thg long windows ot the di¬ 
ning rooirvextending down to the floor, open 
and empty the whole company out into the- 
piazza, to exchange the heat of a tea room 
for the refreshing hilly breezes of tha cool 
evening. 

The Spring Is about a quarter of a mile 
from the hotel, .by a path whjeh coaxes 
down the hill in the shape of a W. I’he 
water is moderately, but not strongly im¬ 
pregnated with Iron.
